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VOTE ‘YES’ ON SCHOOL FUNDS 


The act of piling bond issue upon bond issue and making 
them tax charges against property certainly is not a welcome 
one, but there are cass when it is virtually unavoidab'e. Such 
an instance is involved in a special election next Tuesday, Jan. 
23, at which voters of the Menlo Park elementary school dist- 
rict will pass upon issuance of $102,000 in new bonds and ac- 
ceptance of a $781,000 loan from state school funds. 

The latter sum, which can be obtained only by approval of 
the bond issue along with an okay of the loan, is to be used 
for vitally needed school construction in an overcrowded dist- 
rict. That more classrooms and other facilities are necessary 
cannot be denied. New home construction in the area sends 
more pupils to schools; increases in assessed valuations and 
thus in tax revenue do not keep pace with added costs of in- 
struction. 

We do not believe anyone who has seen crowded build- 
ings and double sessions, and lack of such facilities as cafe- 
terias to provide hot lunches for children, can honestly say 
the two proposals should not be approved next Tuesday. Ele- 
mentary education must be kept on a high level and the wel- 
fare of pupils should not be held down simply because new 
financing means more taxation. 

As a matter of fact, the loan plan is about as reasonable 
as can be. If the loan is not repaid within 25 years, interest 
will be waived and only principal need be paid to the state. 
If there is any unpaid balance after 30 years, it need not be 
paid. 

We strongly urge a ‘’yes’’ vote on both proposals.

=> Loan Vote 
. Explained

Next Tuesday voters of the Menlo. 
Park school district will go to the 
polls to ballot on the authorization 
of $102,000 of school bonds and ac- 
ceptance of a $781,000 state loan. 
The state loan is obtainable only 
through concurrent passage of the 
bonds. ; 

There is no need to review here 
the needs for that money to pro- 
vide additional schools. The bumper 
baby crop of the forties has been 
crowding our schools in recent years, 
and large ‘increases will continue 
for some years more even without 
additional families moving into the 
district. 
building permits were taken out 
in 1950 for 726 new dwelling units, 
compared with 488 in 1949 and 301 
in 1948. Subdividers’ plans for new 
construction show no diminution 
despite building curbs. 

The $102,000 bond issue will be 
a charge against the taxpayers of 
the district in the same manner as 
the bonds of the district now out- 
standing, making a total general in- 
debtedness of $543,000 against the 
assessed valuation of $11,347,000 of 
the district, representing an actual 
value of probably $69,000,000. . 

The $781,000 represents an ad- 
vance from the $250,000,000 state 
school bond issue, &pproved by the 
voters in 1949 to assist school dis- 
tricts requiring building programs 
in excess of the funds that can be 
provided by their statuatory debt 
and tax rate limits. 

This $781,000 may or may not 
have to be repaid in full, depend- 
ing on future circumstances. The 
conditions of the loan, simplified, 
are as follows: 

The district is required to repay 
to the state on the loan each year 
the amount of the proceeds of a 
40-cent per $100 tax rate less the 
rate already being paid on its or- 
dinary bonds, except that no more 
than 30 cents need ever he levied 
for the state loan alone. 

If after 25 years the full principal 
and interest on the state loan has 
not been paid in full, then payments 
thereafter are on principal only 
with no interest charged. Any bal- 
ance remaining at the end of 30 
year will be cancelled. 

This may sound somewhat compli- 
cated, but in our case will work out 
in this manner. The Menlo Park 
school district this year’ is levying 
a tax rate of $1.53 for operation and 
maintenance, capital outlay and re- 
tirement, and $.34 for bond interest 
and redemption. 

Now the rate for bond interest 
and redemption, plus the  repay- 
ments on the state loan will be 40 
cents, or 6 cents more than we are 
paying this year on bonds. 

However, the $1.53 rate for oper- 
ation, etc., this year includes about 

30 cents for capital outlay, the 
major portion of which will not be 
needed next year if the state loan 
and bond issue are passed. 

Thus the net result of passing 
the two measures would seem to 
be an actual tax rate reduction 
next year, assuming operation and 
maintenance does not rise too 
sharply. 

My judgment is that through in- 
creases in assessed valuation in the 
future, we will repay the state loan 
within 25 years. However, the over- 
all cost of our bonds plus the state 
loan will be held to a maximum of 
40 cents per $100 of assessed valua- 
tion, assuring a reasonable burden 
of fixed charges in future years. 

By all means we should vete “yes” 
on both propositions.

Sequoia Slates - 
Defense Setup 


Sequoia high school officials have 
taken the lead in providing a civil 
defense program for the _ school 
pending instructions from state or 
national authorities. 

«A. committee headed by Henry F. 
Kleemeyer has recommended an 
eight-point program for protection 
of Sequoia’s 3000 students in case 
of attack, Superintendent Clyde Og- 
den announced. 

Steps recommended by Kleemey- 
er’s committee include the issuance 
of “dog tags” to all students, the 
showing of motion pictures depict- 
ing the A-bomb and its effects, re- 
inspection of all the school’s fire 
extinguishers, classroom study of the 
booklet, “Survival under Atomic At- 
tack,” and special safety drills. 

In addition, Kleemeyer’s group has 
called student representatives to 
maintain contact between the 
school’s central control station and 
their classrooms during an attack, 
and called for an independent emer- 
gency signal system differing from 
the existing fire alarm system, for 
use in such cases. 

First steps in the program were 
t aken in September with collection 
of information on students, con- 
cerning blood types, family physi- 
cians, residence and other data.

William Oscar Bowden, $8? former 
U. S. Navy diver who participated 
in the Bikini atomic bomb tests, was 
found dead at his home at 908 
Timothy lane Saturday evening. 
San Mateo county sheriff’s officers 
said that death was due to a self- 
inflicted bullet wound. 

He was a member of the U. S. 
naval fleet reserve. 

A native of Durham, Okla., Bow- 
den had served with the navy for 20 
years, serving with the peacetime 
Asiatic fleet and, following the Dec. 
7, 1941 attack on Pearl Harbor, as 
a diving instructor stationed in the 
Hawaiian islands. He retired from 
active duty last year because of ill 
health. 

At Bikini in 1946, Bowden made 
dives to determine the extent of 
under-water bomb damage within 
four hours after one of the explos- 
ions. 

Survivors include his widow, M. 
Abbey Bowden and an eight-year- 
old son, Robert William Bowden.

It was not until 1927 that Menlo 
Park’s city government was finally 
organized and, compared to the mu- 
nicipality of today, it wasn’t too 
large a town. 

True, an attempt at civic organi- 
zation had been made in 1874, but 
had collapsed within a few months 
when the early-day city council 
ceased to meet after authorizing 
certain drains in the area. The 
community of the ’70’s included a 
large part of what is now Atherton. 

Organization of the city in 1927 
was in response to a demand for 
public improvement, though at the 
time there were actually very few 
pressing needs. 

The area already had a school 
district, a fire district, and such 
improvements as sewers and paved

Nevertheless, in 1923, an organ- 
ization known as the Menlo Park 
Improvement association ;was form- 
ed to promote civic projects. This 
group later conducted the campaign 
which culminated in the city’s in- 
corporation on Nov. 23, 1927. 

During the intervening years be- 
fore deciding on city government as 
a final solution, the Improvement 
association conducted a number of 
projects on its own. 

Perhaps the best remembered of 
these was the placing of large, metal 
signs along El Camino Real from 
Spruce street in what is now Ather- 
ton to San Francisquito creek. The 
signs, besides giving the street

to be used on the city’s stationery 
and street departfhent vehicles. 

On other occasions, the Im- 
provement association called upon 
the San- Mateo county board of 
supervisors for certain specific 
street improvements and other 
items. 

The group met at the old Kuck’s 
hotel which stood at what is now 
the intersection of Oak Grove ave- 
nue and Derry lane. : 

Besides discussing club projects, 
the group met for social events. 

By 1927, however, the number of 
persons residing in what was to be- 
come the city was approaching. 2000. 
Early in that year, then, the Im- 
provement group opened its cam- 
paign for a city government.

Several months were consumed 
in the project with the various steps 
leading to incorporation being con- 
ducted before the county board of 
supervisors and with public hearings 
before the superior court in' Red- 
wood City. 


The hearings developed that 
several owners of larger estates 
felt that a city government would 
be of little advantage to them. 


Also, several of the older Atherton 
residents had unfavorable memories 
of the earlier incorporation. 

When .-organization of Menlo Park 
was finally assured, therefore, a 
group of Atherton residents, who 
apparently feared eventual annex- 
ation to this city, began campaign-

(Continued from Page 1-B) 
ing for an independent government 
for that town, too. 

So successful was their campaign 
that the town of Atherton was offi- 
cially incorporated a few days before 
Menlo Park! 


When stock was finally taken af- 
ter the campaign, Menlo Park 
emerged as a town a little more than 
a square mile in extent, and having 
very irregular boundaries. 

Although reaching from near Mid- 
dlefield road to Olive street and 
from San Francisquito creek to Fel- 
ton Gables, there were several large 
estates which were not made a part 


These included the Hopkins es- 
tate, a large block of property 
which has since become the Oak- 
ville Terrace subdivision, the Kate 
Johnson estate and several other 
large parcels of property. Legally, 
properties of more than 25 acres 
could be left out of the city if the 
owner so desired. 

It was Dec. 3, 1927, that the city 
council held its first meeting in a 


Dr. Alfred E. Blake, a dentist, was 
elected mayor. Serving with him 
were Councilmen J. C. Brown, J. H. 
Heltzel, J. J. Harcom and J. C. Ellis | 
and Treasurer J. W. Ryan. 


According to the minutes taken 
by Fannie I. Kurtz, Menlo Park’s 
first City Clerk: 

“Councilman Harcom made a 
short address congratulating the 
mayor in a beautiful and touching 
manner, to which Mayor Blake re- 
plied in nis salutory address. Coun- 
cilmen Ellis, Brown, Heltzel and 


Ryan each in turn made a short 
talk.” 

City government, in Menlo Park, 
was under way.
